O. Arbuckle, of Rushville, conductor 
on the I. & (’. traction line, for a s­ 
sault and battery because he eject­ 
ed W. W. Wilcoxin from an inter- 
urban at Gwynneville, Apr. 27, 1917 
following a dispute over a eat* fare, 
still remains a one-eent case. 
Mr. 
Vrbuckle 
was 
tried before 
Judge 
Blair and a jury in the Circuit court 
Tuesday, was 
convicted 
and was 
fined one cent. 
The trial was a short one, the 
jury being empannelled and all of 
the evidence 
heard 
before 
noon. 
Commencing 
when court 
convened 
ifter noon, the attorneys made their 
irguments, each side having an hour 
and the case was then delivered to 
the jury by Judge Blair. The twelve 
men giving the task of deciding the 
m atter did not find it an easy one 
irnd after deliberating till after five 
o’clock they asked Judge Blair again 
to read 
the instructions 
to them, 
which was done. 
The agreement on 
the verdict did not come until 
ten 
minutes after nine o’clock. 
Arbuckle 
was 
conductor 
on a 
traction car of the T. & C. company 
on which Mr. Wilcoxin, a resident 
of the northeast part of this county, 
took passage on April 27. There fil­ 
ing no station at Gwynneville 
Mr. 
Wilcoxin accepted 
the local tariff 
of the traction ooirwany and paid 
the five cents fare to Morristown, 
where 
he purchased 
a round trip 
ticket to Indianapolis, 
under 
the 
company’s through tariff, having tel­ 
ephoned 
ahead 
for the ticket and 
getting off of the car and getting it 
while the stop 
was made at 
that 
town. 
Mr. Arbuckle demanded that 
he pay an extra one cent on the 
ground that the fare from Gwynno- 
ville to Indianapolis 
is fifty-nine 
cents and Mr. Wilcoxin, in paying 
the five cent fare from Gwynneville 
to Morristown and under the round 
t?*ip ticket paying 
fifty-three cents 
fare from Morristown 
to Indiana­ 
polis was not paying the full fare 
from Gwynneville 
to 
Indianapolis. 
When Mr. Wilcoxin persisted in not 
paying the extra cent demanded Mr. 
Afibuekle delivered an ultimatum of 
ejection at Fountaintown and when 
that town was reached he did forci­ 
bly eject Mr. Wilcoxin from the car. 
It w.qs alleged that he jerked and 
shoved him in doing it. 
His treat­ 
ment of him in putting him off of the 
car formed the basis for the prose­ 
cution on the charge of assault and 
' 
battery.

Judge Blair, in his instructions to 
the jury, said that if from the evi­ 
dence it should bo found that there 
was no ticket office nt Gwynneville, 
then Mr. Wilcoxin had the right to 
ride to Morristown for the five-cant 
local fare, 
to get

of the car 
there and purchase a ticket to Ind­ 
ianapolis, and got back on the car, 
and that the conductor, after a ten­ 
der of the ticket so bought, had no 
right to demand additional

to eject the passenger from the car.
